Take An Active Interest In 
Their Work. / 


GOVERNMENT AID. 


Take Good - Naturedly To 
Petty Restrictions Of 
Tradition. 


The experiment made by the Gov- 
ernment in setting aside a sum of six 
millions to be used*fñn making grants 
to demobilized officers #0 as to give 
them the opportunity of a .untvorsity 
education is being amply justified by 
its results, so far as Oxford is con- 
cerned. ‘ Already in the -Lent and 
Summer Terms considerable nymbers 
had come into residence, and this term 
there are as many. ae 1,50), distributed 
among the colleges. 

Michaelmas’ term, too, has brought 
its usual complement of young Frosh- 
men from the schools, so that the test 
of amalgamation has . now been 
thorougly applied. Some anxiety was 
felt, when the scheme was first mooted, 
that men who had been engaged in 
active service might not easily recover 
the habit of study, that they would net 
fall readily into the restrictions of 
university life and its discipline, and 
that being, as many of them were, con+ 
siderably older than the normal under- 
graduate, they. might prove an element 
in the social life of the colleges whic) 
could not easily be assimilated. 

Such fears have. heen completely 
dissipated by experience. Probably 
most of the ex-Service men, when thcy 
first set themselves to reading and 
writing essays and attending lectures 
felt rather Jost, but in the vast majority 
of cases any, such feeling disappeared 
within na week or two, On the other 
hand, the knowledge that they ae 
rather older than most men in Oxfo-d 
and will soon have to turn to the busi- 
ness of thelr lives has produced a sense 
of reality in their studies and a genuine 
keenness to learn, which !s not only of 
high value to themselves, but is acting 
as a most useful stimulus to the whow 
body of undergraduates. The Unive: 
sity has‘arranged “shortened coirs3s’ 
for ex-Seryice men in all the subjects 
of the Final Honor Schools, and Most 
of the Government grant- holders: are 
availing themselves of the pr ivilege, 
Economics and history appear to have 
the first claim on their interests—for 
most of.them are anxious to take a real 
part in the work of reconstruction and 
‘realize that they wilf get the hest 
equipment on these lines; natural 
science, law and modern languages 
take the next place, and not a few ate 
‘studying theology. The teaching capa. 
city of the University and college stafia 
ls being severely strained, but it has 
happily been found possible to give ail 
the full benefit of ‘personal tuition, 

No difficulty has been experienced on 
the side of discipline. Ex-officers aie 

perfectly. ready to submit to it, where 
it is necessary, and even: take tradi- 
tional petty restrictions with comp'cte 
good will, In some colleges under- 
Sraduate committees have been formed 
to consider possible economies in inter- 
nal management, and are proving a 
Valuable assistance to the senior mem- 
bers in facing the problems of recon- 
struction...
